CARIBBEAN POWER COMPANIES TACKLE AREA'S ENERGY PROBLEMS

[Excerpt] Bridgetown, Barbados, 27 May (CANA)--The Commonwealth Caribbean today 
launched a broadside or .Le destabilizing effects of high-cost imported fuel on 
electricity generation. Technical experts and managerial personnel from virtually 
every electric company in the region started a 3-day meeting here bent on tackling 
the problem jointly, mainly through conservation. 


"This conference will look specifically at energy conservation which is considered 
one of the most cost-effective forms of alternative energy, both at the consumer 
end-use and at the utility level," president of the sponsoring Caribbean Development 
Bank (CDB) ‘‘illiam Demas told the opening session. 


The 70-odd participants, including experte from the World Bank, will also exan ‘ne 
ways of improving utility efficiency and management, both considered to be of 
critical importance for the development of the region's power sector. Papers 
wil! be presented on alternatiw. energy possibilities, including wood burning and 
ocein thermal conversion, and r.anagement systems used to improve power company 
operating efficiency. 





In his welcoming address, Mr Demas said that the crisis in the price and supply 

of oil could only be averted in the region by a strong and dynamic electric power 
sector. He felt that properly implemented energy conservation programs would 
allow power companies to minimize the use of imported fuels without reducing 
production and genuine consumption possibilities. This would in turn permit the 
companies to reduce imported inflation and use the resources so released to finance 
capital programs which could be used to boost output and employment Mr Demas said. 





He noted that the CDB had already embarked on a program of helping its nember 
countries develop and use indixenous alternatives to fossil fuels. 


Barbados minister of consumer affairs, L.B. Brathwaite, who officially opened 

the conference, hoped that it would create the framework for establishment of a 
Caribbean Utility Association. Such a group, he said, should work to reduce 
operating costs through information exchange and the sharing of solution to common 
problems.

JAMAICAN-MEXICAN OIL SUPPLY ARRANGEMENT--Kingston, Jamaica, 16 May (CANA)--Jamaica 
and Mexico have formalized the arrangement through which Jamaica can buy Mexican 
oil under a concessional arrangement which also involves Venezuela. Under the 
Mexico-Venezuela oil facility about 10 Central American and Caribbean countries 
are to benefit from loans of up to 30 percent of their oil bills for 5 years at 

4 percent interest. And ii savings derived from those loans are invested in 
priority economic development projects, primarily the energy sector, the funds can 
be converte: to 20-year loans at 2 percent. Jamaica under the arrangement receives 
about 16,000 barrels of oil a day from Venezuela. The agreemen* for this was 
signed last December between Prime Minister Edward Seaga and the Venezuelan oil 
minister, Humberto Calderon-Berti. Jamaica will save 108 million dollars (U.S.) 
annually on the Venezuelan side of the agreement. The Mexican portion was held up 
while technicians here sorted out snags including problems in refining Mexican 
crude in Jamaican refineries. With these finally overcome, the Jamaican ambassador 
in Mexico City yesterday signed the agreement with the Mexican Central Bank. The 
saving to Jamaica from the Mexico arrangement has not yet been disclosed. [Text]

\Excerpts| Nassau, Bahamas, 26 May (CANA)--The Bahamas has started seismic 
exploration, with a view to turning up ofl in commercial quantities, Minister of 
State [in the prive minister's office] Alfred Maycock has said. At the same time, 
the Bahamas, an oil-importing group of islands, has drawn up plans for heavy spending 
for research on alternative sources of energy and infrastructural projects, the 
minister said. 


The exploration is being handled by Geophysical Service Incorpora:.“. It started 
this week off the island >of Andros. But Maycock said givernment p. © «©: to throw 
the field open to international oil prospecting companies. The Ministry of 
kconomic Affairs has decided to notify between 150 and 300 foreign oil companies 
that government is accepting applications to explore for oil. 


The announcements were made shortly efter Venezuela and Mexico decided to extend 

a concessionary oil sales pact to the Bahamas. The pact--the San Jose Agreemen' -- 
offers a group of Caribbean and Central American oil purchasing countries the 
retur:, of 30 percent of the bill as a low-interest loan. 


Maycock said the Bahamas would use the return--estimated at (U.S.) $38 million 
yearly--on research into alternative energy sources and infrastructure, with a 
view to cushioning the impact of a fuel bill that has been rising over the vears 
in the face of higher demand and rising prices. The Bahamas Government will be 
looking into the commercial exploitation of solar and wind energy with the funds 
made available under the San Jose Agreement, he said. 


"A Canadian group is talking to us about the applications of solar energy to the 
commercial production of small quantities of solar power and the transformation of 
solar energy for air-conditioning and heating," he disclosed. 


The Bahamas Government has been perusing technical data gathered by the United 
States extensive solar energy power system in the Sinai Desert. But the Bahamas 
has gone beyond the data-assessment stage. Maycock said that the Bahamas Tele- 
communications Corporation had done some work on applying solar technology to its 
communications systems in southeastern Bahamian islands such as Inagua, Mayaguana 
and Ragged Island.

"The Mexican arrangement will be that we'd pay 70 percent of the cost of the crude 
(imported) to the Mexican authorities, with 30 percent being treated ae a deferred 


payment at a low rate of interest,” he said. "Thie ie in contrast with the 
Veneguelane, who will take the whole 100 percent payment and then return 30 percent 


to us on the same basis.”

NEWSPAPER DEPLORES REGIS DEBRAY AS ADVISER TO MITTERRAND

[Editorial: "Threat to Latin America?") 


[Text] The recent appointment of Regis Debray as foreign policy adviser to 
President Francois Mitterrand is fraught with concern and anticipates a somber 
outlook for the future relations of France with Latin America, considering 
Debray's background. 


Regis Debray was a companion of Che Guevara when the Argentine guerrilla tried 
to transform Bolivia into some sort of Latin American Vi tnam. Debray was 
arrested by the Bolivian Army and released later. Thereafter he traveled 

to Chile where he held long conversations with Salvador Allende, which he 
recounted in a book that was adopted as a manual for the extreme left. There 
is information on Debray's periodic visits to Cuba to meet with Fidel Castro. 


With such a background, what can be e. pected of the advice Debray will provide 
Mitterrand? The French President will be led to see Latin America through the 
distorted prism of his foreign policy adviser. What kind of Latin American 
picture will the adviser provide? Possibly that of a subcontinent in need of 
“liberation” to be attained through subversive movements. Then he might 
proceed to urge Mitterrand to adopt measures to favor extreme leftist groups. 
Of course, the French President may have his own ideas and will evaluate his 
adviser's analysis and recommendations. But since Debray is Mitterrand 's 
appointee, it can be assumed that the French President trusts him, and that to 
some extent they have the same--or at least similar--political perception. 


France is not a front line power in the world community, but it has an influence 
that cannot be neglected. Its economic assistance to Latin America--which, 
according to announcesents, will be expanded--<may have an impact due to its 
discriminatory nature and to the fact that it will be directed to assist sectors 
favoring the overall French policy for the region. In addition to this, the 
important cultural influence which France exerts in Latin America cannot be 
disregarded, 


With the presence of Debray in the French circle of power, a new threat to 
Latin America might be in store and subversion might gain another beachhead.

RESULTS OF ECLA SESSION IN MONTEVIDEO REPORTED 
PY202138 Buenos Aires LATIN in Spanish 2717 GMT 15 May 81 


{Text] Montevideo, 15 May (LATIN-REUTER)--Today the Economic Commission for 
Latin America (ECLA) approved an extensive strategy for the countries of the 
region to face the challenge of their development during this new decade. 


in closing ite 19th session, ECLA reasserted, in a basic document, the decision 
to achieve integral development through persistance and the necessary continuity, 
at the national level as well as a regional and international level, in order to 
create the conditions for stability and the wellbeing of all ite people, thus 
guaranteeing them a standard of living which is in keeping with human dignity. 


During a press conference after the closing ceremony, ECLA Secretary Enrique 
Iglesias stated that during the conference the governments of Latir America, where 
150 million persons live in extreme poverty, had shown a new interest in the food 
subject which was considered as a problem of regional and extra-regional coopera- 
tion. 


The ECLA secretary, who is Uruguayan, termed as violent the charges made by poor 
countries regarding the protectionism of industrialized countries toward Latin 
American exports. 


The Latin American delegates reacted energetically when John Bushnell, U.S. 
deputy assistant secretary for inter-American affairs, stated that protectionism 
was a myth and that the multinationals vere no real problem. 


Iglesias stated that these two subjects, which are usually the cause of confronta- 
tions at international forums, were the reason for even more heated discussions 
during the ECLA conference. 


The confrontation went beyond the discussions regarding the basic text approved 
by the plenary session with the support of the Latin American countries, the 
abstention of Canada, France, the Low Countries and the United Kingdom. The 
United States voted against the basic document. 


In this regard the closing plenum was unable to overcome the differences which 
had appeared within the main technical committee in charge of drawing up the 
doc ument. 











The 69-page document pointed out t + need to cooperate with other areas or regions 
of the world and especially favored a South=to-South cooperation without neglecti:, 
the interest in the North-South dialogue, whose development is vital to strengthen 
true international global cooperation. 


The document proposes actions aimed at a new vision regarding the region's develop- 
ment; it includes general guidelines for cconomic, social, industrial, agricultural! 
and energy policy and emphasizes the importance of foreign economic policy and 
regional economic cooperation, 


The document claims that international dialogue at present is becoming slower and 
officially proclaims the 80's as the decade of Latin American development. 


Iglesias said that the result of the conference was exceptional due to the depth 
and honesty with which the governments faced the problems, rising above ideological 
pluralism, with an exceptional level of rapproachment which was reflected by the 
unanimity >of the Latin American votes. 


Iglesias stated that the approval of a strategy could not imply ignoring the 
heterogeneity of situations and less still the sovereign right of each country to 
achieve its own goals through the means it deems most appropriate. 


But, he added, what we all must commit ourselves to is the common desire to build 
a future by placing the principles of cooperation which unite us before those 
aspects which divide us. 


During the closing session, Juan Figuerero, Argentine under secretary for ixnter- 
national economic relations, proposed the reorganization of ECLA in order to fully 
exploit the direct policies of the governments which cvoperate with the region. 


In this regard, he suggested that the organization reconsider its structure, its 
operational measures and its own essence so as to be reborn as the cenicai organi- 
zation for regional action. 


Figuerero, who spoke on behalf of all the delegations, stated that the current 
ECLA structure does not include all of the countries beyond the region which 
have important cooperation policies with the nations of the area. 


He pointed out: I am aware that the FRG, the Scandinavian countries, Japan, 
Switzerland and the Soviet Union, among others, are not included as members. 


Iglesias thanked the Argentine delegate for his criticism and suggestions and 
summarized the results of the conference by stating that we are much more conscious 
of our problems and we are mich more prepared to face them. 


At the end of the closing ceremony, the representatives of the Latin American 
countries commented that beyond the adverse international circumstances in which 
the strategy for the coming decade was out ined, the proposal represents an 
undeniable step forward.

The air force chief made brief remarks to the press after the plane in which 
he was traveling, a Boeing 707, from the United States, had to land in the 
International Airport of this city due to the bad weather conditions in 
Asuncion, Paraguay. 


Gonzalez was met by the chief of the northeast air force region, Air Force 

Col Juan Carlos Miranda, with whom he chatter for some minutes. In the VIP 
lounge he greeted President Robertc Eduardo Viola, who had arrived some minutes 
later, and the other authorities that were present. 


Nuring his stop over here, from 0820 to 1110, the chief of the Paraguayan Air 
Force indicated that the meeting that closed this week in the United States 
had been positive and that points such as the exchange of experience with the 
more advanced countries had been discussed. 


Gonzalez revealed that during e meeting he had also met with Lt Gen Omar 
Grattigna, commander in chief ot the Argentine Air Force, with whom he 
discussed matters of common interest. 


When asked for his opinion on the Argentine-Paraguayan Yacyreta project, he 
stated that it must advance despite certain current difficulties because it 
will benefit the two countries. 


lle stated that the Paroguayan Air Force is undertaking a pla. of expansion 


and that it has already purchased more aircraft abroad and more flight 
frequencies with other countries have also been established.

DEVELOPMENT BANK REVIEWS INFLATION PROBLEM IN CARIBBEAN

[Text] Bridgetown, Barbados, 19 May (CANA)--Declining production and leaping prices 
made inflation a major problem last year in the English-speaking Caribbean where 
economists have forecast the 1980's will be a period of severe economic challenge. 
Exports of vital commodities dipped, eart ings were reduced, and especially in 
Jamaica and Guyana, their critical foreig1 reserves situation worsened. 


The inflation curve across the Caribbean Sea reached from a low of 12.2 percent 

in the Bahamas to 29.6 in Montserrat, the figures of all the countries being based 
on the official consumer price index. In some countries, says the Caribbean 
Development Bank (CDB), inflation approached the historically high levels of 
1974-75 when the global oil situation began to bite. 


Last ye r, in the countries comprising the Caribbean Community (CARICOM), prices 
for manufactured goods, food, fuel and petroleum-based supplies registered the 
highest rates of increase. 


In the tiny British colony of Montserrat, rents were rempant, related to a pressing 
demand for houses because of the establishment there of an offshore United 
States medical school. 





Trinida’ and Tobago, prosperous with petroleum but facing tremendous social 
problems, was among the few who reported reduced inflation, in comparison with 1979. 
The latest firm figures for September ehow inflation running at 17.7 percent, 
compared with 24.2 percent in 1979, Statisticians have said that while the year's 
final figures will stretch beyond the 17.7 percent, they will however fall well 
below the 1979 level. 


Guyana showed a yearend inflation rate of 12.5 percent, a fair drop from the 15.7 
percent registered in 1979, but regional analysts look askance at the official 
figures coming from the cooperative republic. They contend that the Guyana 
Government's "market basket" on which is based the consumer price index, does 
not adequately reflect current prices. 


The third country to show a reduction--Jamaica--returned a 1980 rate of 26.9 
percent, compared with 29.0 percent for 1979. 
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Barbados, the last of the CARICOM "big 4," had a marginal increase--from 13,2 
percent in 1979 to 14.5 percent last year, 


For the other islands, the Less developed countries (LDCS) which are to establish 
the Organization of Eastern Caribbean States in July, all but one show inc. cases, 
of varying levels, 


The exception is Antigua, the British associated state targeted for independence 
| November, which dropped slightly from 19.2 percent in 1979, to 18.1 percent last 
year. 


St Lucta, with government administr: tion snarled in the paralysis of a bitter year- 
long leadership feud, almost doubled its inflation rate--9.4 percent in 1979 to 
17.4, 


St Vincent's moved from 15.6 percent to 17,2, Montserrat from 16.3 to a whopping 
29.6 percent, and Grenada and St Kitts-Nevis showed rises of 21.0 percent and 

17.9 percent, respectively, having both begun new indices in 1980. The difficult 
situation forced regional governments into a number of policy measures. Though 
faced with the growing problem of financing ambitious development and social 
programmes, says the CDB, they remained cognisant “of the need to mitigate the 
burden of inflation on the population and strove to arrest the diminution in real 
wages.” 


lrinidad and Tobago ended the year with record foreign reserves--6, 626,600,000 
dollars (6626.6 million dollars) (1 TT dollar: 41 cents U.S.), reflecting the 
country's continuous accumulation of foreign assets from its oil resources. 


Jamaica, however, was at the other end of the scale, with an unprecedented minus 
1,910,800,000 dollars (1010.8 million dollars)...(1 JCA dollar: 56 cents U.S.) 
foreign reserves position. 


Guyana has not yet provided its final figures, but at the end of September reported 
net foreign assets of minus 259,000,000 dollars (259 million dollars)...(1 Guy 
dollar: 39 cents U.S.). 


Barbados had yearend reserves of 103.6 million dollars (1 Bods dollar: 70 cents 
U.S.), Belize 13,794,000 dollars (1 Bel dollar: 50 cents U.S.), Bahamas 32.6 
million dollars (U.S.). 


ihe LDCS, with no central bank, together operate the East Caribbean Currency 
Authority (1 £.C. dollar: 37 cents U.S.) and the March 1980 figures (the latest 
from the authority) showed its foreign reserves at 231.6 million dollars. 


On a strict percentage basis, the Bahamas did best of all, upturning its -23.7 
million dollar reserves position at the end of 1979, to hold 32.6 million dollars 
a vear later. 


fhe 1979 position of the others was: Belize 11.8 million dollars (Bel), Barbados 
66 million dollars (bods), Guyana -204.7 million dollars (Guy), Jamaica -846.9 
million dollars (JCA), Trinidad and Tobago 5148.9 million dollars (TT), the East 
Caribbean Currency Authority 189 million dollars (E.C.).

DAILY WARNS ABOUT MITTERRAND'S FUTURE FOREIGN POLICY

[Editorial: "Mitterrand's Prejudices on Foreign Policy") 


[Excerpts] Though not through official channels, some of the ideas of the recently- 
elected president of France, Mr Francois Mitterrand, have come out. They refer 

to the Near East, but mainly to Latin America. Regarding the first area, it has 

been stated that French policy would radically change toward a definite improvement 
of French-Israeli relations. This would mean turning their back on, or more probably 
weakening, the clearly pro-Arab policy adopted by former President Giscard d'Estaing. 
In spite of Israel's attitude involving an understandable immediate reaction, it 

will be the future events that will show the true thoughts of the French president 

on the Arab-Israeli conflict. 


However, the intentions of the future Mitterrand government concerning Latin America 
turn out to be more definite. They can, right now, be considered to reveal 
prejudices harmful for peace and stability in Latin America. For the moment, 
with unseemly fatherliness and authority, the new socialist president has said that 
"Europe, France and Spain must help Latin America...in democratic progress." 

The promise of financial help to "the Third World" has been added. This would 
naturally be commendable were it not visibly linked to a foreign policy idea that 
is none other but intervention in the internal affairs of other countries. Not 
only would it not be appropriate, but it would be aimed at intensifying pro-voviet 
political action ir the continent. Without beating about the bush, Mitterrand 
announced the breaking of diplomatic relations with Chile in the following terms: 
"The breaking of diplomatic relations with Pinochet's Chile is for us a symbolic 
act that will show the devotion France has to democracy and justice." The presi- 
dent also regretted the silence of French officials “about Latin-American dicta- 
torships and human rights violations in this region of the world." This charge 
could be admitted if it were sincere and consistent. But it is not so, since it 
is limited to "this region of the world," viciously forgetting Soviet-supported 
dictatorships and human rights violations in central Europe, expanded all over 
the world through ouppet governments o* the same contemptible political character. 
On the other hand, in the above-mentioned "region" a large letter of credit is 
opened for Nicaragua. Concerning this point, Mitterrand has said that he will 
increase French financial assistance to that country "to favor the consolidation 
of its democratic regime." He considered that a strong effort has been made by 
the Nicaraguan people and the Sandinist front, to which he will give financial 
support. When he talked about war material exports, he stressed that "it must 
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meet new criteria, strictly complying with French foreign policy goals, especially 
in relation to the Third World." The future president also worries about supporting 
"the people” of El Salvador, taking into account its aspirations to "social justice 
and freedom." 


All this should not seem strange, since--as has been broadcast by the Board of the 
Sandinist Liberation Front--"Mltterrand is a militant of the Sandinist cause and 
he belongs to the International Committee for Solidarity with Nicaragua." But 
although, as we said, it should not seem strange, it is something to worry about. 
The new French president has been clear enough in indicatin« that he will change 
his foreign policy as far as Latin America is concerned, to support the so-called 
"liberation" movements operating through openly criminal continental guerrilla 
activities. He will also intervene in other Latin-American governments to 
ascertain whether they are dictatorships according to the socialist-Marxist taste. 


On the other side, solidarity with Nicaragua also involves solidarity with Cuba 
and collusion with Soviet imperialist penetration in the American continent, 

All this ts easily derived from the ideology the new French president is fond of. 
America must begin to worry about a new factor, and it should adopt cautious but 
{irm preventive measures.

GRAFFIGNA INDICATES RECENT RUMORS GROUNDLESS

[Text] Buenos Aires, 24 May (TELAM)--The Argentine Air Force commander in chief, 
Gen Omar Graffigna tonight stated that recent rumors about the national govern- 
ment are totally groundless. "They are negative ond do not help preserve the 
atmosphere of this process which is seeking to rebuild what had been corn down,” 
he said in a brief statement upon his arrival at the Aeroparque Metropolitan 
Airport from the United States. 


Graffigna, who presided over the meeting of commanders in chief of American 
air forces held in Homestead Base, Florida, near Miami, added that he well 
knows that this (building) is cif ficult and that "we are all in a hurry. 
However, unless commonsense prevails we will find it very difficult to overcome 
all that we must overcome," 


Speaking about the rumors--which have already been denied categorically by the 
army commander in chief, Gen Leopoldo Galtieri and President Roberto Viola, 
concerning disagreements among the highest-ranking Argentine officials--Graffigna 
siid that they were motivated by interests and egoistical feelings which he 
described as anything but constructive. He emphasized that all this is causing 
great harm to the country. 


Further on he said that during his trip he had had the opportunity to inform 
himself about the problems of large countries like the United States and said 
that "they have many more problems than we do." 


Graffigna, who arrived at 2055 on an air force plane--which had also taken the 
Uruguayan, Bolivian and Peruvian air force commanders in chief to the meeting 
near Miami--said that the meeting served to discuss iss:es specifically related 
with the air forces of the various countries and also with the possibility 

of giving mutual assistance in case of disasters. 


The Argentine air force commander in chief said that the significance of these 
conferences is not measured by the specific subjects discussed but by the 
opportunity for contacting each one of the other air force commanders in chief 
during a whole week of work and the subjects which are discussed on chose 
occasions are many and varied. 


Finally, he indicated that the commanders are speaking a great deal about Argentina-- 
where next year's meeting is scheduled to be held--and not only from the professional 
point of view but also because they have excellent references from our country and 
really dream of coming, to the point that it becomes flattering for us Argentines.

GOVERNMENT REPORTEDLY IRKED BY SUPREME COURT DECISION

[Excerp.] A serious conflict is probably about to break out between the Supreme 
Court and the executive branch because of a decision made day before yesterday 
by the majority of the members of the highest court of justice, ordering the 
government to grant the right of option to leave the country to a person who we 
detained in 1975 for alleged subversive activities, then tried and acquitted in 
1979 and since then has been at the disposal of the national executive branch. 





It is believed in various military circles and even within the government itself 
that the court decision may have political consequences equally serious as those 
resulting from the Timerman case in 1979. According to our sources, it is believed 
in some circles of the judicial branch that at least four Supreme Court judges-- 
among whom is Chief Justice Gabrielli--will have to resign. Judges Guastavino, 
Frias and Rossi are named along with Gabrielli, as well as attorney Mario Justo 
Lopez. On the other hand, there have been insistent rumors in judicial circles 
for several weeks that Justice Gabrielli wishes to submit his resignation, a rumor 
we have not yet been able to confirm. There has also been insistent talk of a 
possible "restructuring" of the Supreme Court, by which its membership would be 
increased. 


According to our sources, the present crisis between the state branches, arising 
because of the person in detention at the disposal of the executive branch-<a 
certain Mr Moya, tried for breaking Law No 1,840 on unlawful association and 
acquitted in court--has also led to a clear division of opinions within the Supreme 
Court itself, because Justice Black diesented with the majority decision of 

judges Gabrielli, Rossi, Frias and Guastavino. 


According to our sources, the government had made known earlier to the court, or 

to some of the justices, its opposition to granting the option to leave the country 
to Mr Moya and to others who are being detained under similar conditions. The 
executive branch bases its opposition on the powers bestowed upon it by Article 5 
of the Institutional Act of September 1977, which empowers the executive branch 

to deny the option of conditional release or ceparture from the country to anyone 
detained for alleged subversive activities even if the court--as in this case-- 

may have acquitted him. We are actually in the presence of a serious con‘rontation 
which may be described as follows: should the court recognize temporary c. sti- 
tutional value to the so-called Institutional Acts? In a previous decision, the 
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court apparently ruled that they have constitutional value, HWowever, in the tace 
of the case we are now discussing=--the federal Appeals Court of bahia Blanca hae 
also granted Mr Moya the option to leave and the Supreme Court merely upheld this 
decision=-Justice Gabrielli and the majority of the justices seemed to have taken 
inte account express constitutional provisions and earlier precedente, 


Another visarre aspect of thie matter is the fact that Justice Gabrielli, or most 
ef the justices, have reportedly barred the immediate disclosure of the decision 
sent to the goverament the day before yesterday. In fact, .1 re wae no of ficia’ 
information about the decision in the court yesterday afternoon. According to 
reporte=-which we were unable to confirm==Justice Black may have also opposed the 
ibove prohibition, 


The faet is that the government has 15 daye=-13 ae of today--to contest the decision, 
Tf the government persists on ite position of not granting the option, a conflict 
will undoubtedly take place and perhaps those justices who voted in favor of the 
decision, or even all of the justices, may be forced to resign, which would generate 
a serious political problem both within and outside the internal context of the 
“process.” One cewnot cismiss the possible emergence of new tensions within the 
military organization similar to those caused in 1979 by the Supreme Court decision 
in favor of Mr Timberman, which surfaced disagreements among military commanders 

and led in part to the insurrection and retirement of General Menendez. 





From what we know, many government and military officials base their opposition to 
granting the option *> Leave the country to those detainees at the disposal of the 
executive branch<-there are more than 900 now--<not only on the alleged "threat" 
posed by many of them--perhaps 2U percent of the total or more--but also because 

the sovernment has reportedly discovered recently th return to the country of 
persons who in the past were regarded as supporters and even as active collaborators 
of terrorist organizations. 


According to our sources, there are two or even three trends of opinion within 
the government in the face of the court decision: there are those who believe, 

as we stated earlier, that justices Gabrielli, Rossi, Frias and Guastavino must 
either resign or be removed by the executive branch; there are others who consider 
that the government should not honer the court decision and thus eventually force 
Cabrielli and the other justices to resign. In circles which are very close to 
the power center, it is believed that the government may possibly honor the court 
decision. We will see. 


Without judging the reasons or motives of one or the other, we hope that everyone 


will have the needed moderation to avoid a new crisis at this time in which crises 
are taking place everywhere.

TRADE WITH USSR, YACYRETA=-Buenos Aires, 21 May (NA)=--A spokesman of the Trade 
and Maritime Interests Ministry denied today reports stating that the Soviet 
Union had conditioned future grain purchases from Argentina to the awarding 

of the furnishing of hydroelectric equipment for the Yacyreta power plant to 
4 consortium in which a Soviet company is a member. The source reported that 
the Soviet delegation that recently visited Argentina had etudied with local 
officiale now toe correct the balance of trade. In this respect, he explained 
that Soviet purchases in Argentina are reportedly about $1.9 billion annually, 
and that there is the intention to make Argentine purchases in the USSR reach 
ae much as 15 percent of that amount, that is $265 million. The Soviet 
delegation, headed by USSR deputy foreign trade minister, Boris Gordeyev, 
agreed to increase grain purchases from Argentina to 14 million tons annually. 
Last year, the USSR bought 7.7 million tone of Argentine grains, and in 1981 
purchases will reach 11 million tons. The Trade and Maritime Interests 
Ministry spokesman did not deny, however, the Soviet interest to set up the 
Yacyreta turbines, but he stressed that grain purchases “ere in no way connected 
with the bids for that power plant." The Soviet fire "Emergoma Sheke Port,” 
together with FRG's Siemens and Italy's G I E, form the Yacyreta-Apipe con- 
wortium.

TREASURY DEF ICIT--Buenos Aires, 22 May (NA)=--The treasury deficit increased by

[Excerpts] La Paz, 3 May (LATIN-REUTER)--The generation turnever which is 
taking place within the Bolivian army dashes the alleged presidential hopes

Although it is presumed that Banger still counte on some military support, 
most officers prefer that the power which President Luise Garcia Meza will 
relinquish next August, be left in the hands of military offices of the so- 
called young generation. 


The old generation which emerged from the military school before 1952, will 
virtually disappear when Garcia Mega relinquishes power to his successor to 
be elected by the armed forces before 17 July. 


Perhape one of the main reasons for the failure of the two military uprisings 
against the current government carried out in Cochabamba by Lt Col Emilio Langa 
has been his inclination for Banzer. 


The other reason could have been the effort of most officere to avoid tarnishing 
the image of the armed forces again by a new coup. 


Garcia Meza’s decision to step down from power on 6 August, though it may seem 
a consequence of the tensions during the last 2 months, will allow a normal, 
peaceiul and nonviolent change. 


The changes which had already taken place and those which may take place within 
the armed forces, have considerably reduced the tension experienced especially 
in May when three attempts to overthrow the government took place. 


These changes in the army's high command were intended to reestablish unity 
in the armed forces, whose divisions have been regretted by the president 
himeelf. He attributed it to a heritage received from tie politicians. 


After the decision made by Garcia Meza to step down from power, there seemed to 
be no more reason to insist on his withdrawing from power. The naval force, the 
least significant within the armed force, has insisted that his relief should 
take place immediately, however. 
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bul the negotiating power of the army's high command has succeeded in convincing 
this young Naval inetitution to give up its position and wait the almost 
’ months left before the change, 


his situation seems to show the desire to restore unity among the three branches 
of the armed forces, although the procedure to elect Garcia Meza's successor 
iu not yet clear, 


lo partly satiety the naval force, Rear Adm Ramiro Terrazas, the commander in 
chief of the navy and member of the Bolivian Junta of Commanders, has been 
replaced by Capt Oscar Pammo, 


Thies te the second change within the junta of commanders which, headed by 
Garcia Meza, is governing Bolivia, 


Previously and as a consequence of the consensus within the army, Gen Humberto 
Cayoja assumed the army's general command, This post had been simultaneously 
vecupied by Garcia Meza, 


Furthermore, one of Lie most important changes was the relief of Gen Jorge Aguila 
from hie functions as army chief of staff. He was replaced by Gen Lucio Anez 
Kibero, whe thus becomes the third highest ranking officer within his branch. 


Because of the poste to which they were promoted and of their importance within 
the army, both Cayoja and Anez have been considered by political analysts as 
the potential candidates to succeed Garcia Meza, 


Both are institutionalist officers, products of the new army generation recently 
mentioned by the military school command, Col Faustino Rico Toro. 


it was this new generation of Prado Salmon, Lopez Leyton and others which in 
1978 assumed power to put an end to the government of Gen Juan Pereda Asbun 
to institutionalize the country. 


Under the presidency of Gen David Padilla then, they kept their word of 
relinquishing the government to civilians, although none of the presidential 
candidates achieved the 50 percent plus one of the votes demanded by the 
constitution at the elections called in 1979.

And he does all this based on the 
principle that politics is talking, seeking understandings and entering into 
negotiations. He asks: “Aren't we in a process of return to democratic normality?" 


The justice minister would be right in theory. By the way, the strategy of his 
predecessor, Petronio Portella, was no different at the time he prepared th: 
dismantling of the two-party system. The problems crop up in practice, when the 
process of return to democratic normality is put in doubt by events. As though 
the economic and social crisis with its demands, reactions and complaints were 
not enough, the country is submerged in a political crisis--an unnecessary, 
clumsy, senseless one, but nevertheless a crisis. 


Nobody thinks of dialogue, which woule be indispensable for the desirable nego- 
tiations of which Abi-Ackel speaks. The president himself withdrew his out- 
stretched hands after the explosion of bombs in the Riocentro incident. 
Traditionally more receptive or less radical sectors, such as the PP and the PTB, 
on the question of understandings are now lined up with the more inflexible 
opposition practiced by the Brazilian Democratic Mobilization Party [PMDB], the 
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Democratic Labor Party [PDT] and the PT [Workera' Party], leaving tue "DS alone 
now and possibly in the future too, 


In addition to all that, some laboratories producing reforms are only concerned 
with manipulations. This would be comic were it not tragic. They are talking 
about electoral reforms such as "intraparty subgroups" [sublegenda], and banning 
party coalitions--precisely the negation of the multiparty system, The justice 
minister is also contributing ly saying that those two electoral "improvements" 
are likely to be adopted. They are talking about many things and more, including 
the extension of current mandates and the establishment of new requirements for 
the functioning of political parties. Is this intended to improve the electoral 
system? Or rather to make the shrinking of the pro-government blocs less notice- 
able?

[liext] At the beginning of 1981, the objectives the government set for the trade 
balance--with predictions going from a $1 billion deficit to $1 billion surplus-- 
seemed somewhat ambitious. A few months later a trend, which if confirmed will 
validate the more optimistic predictions, is beginning to emerge. Without going 
into the mathematical projections of the secretary general of the Finance Ministry, 
Carlos Viacava, pointing to a $3 billion surplus, it can be said that every month 
which passes the equilibrium of the trade balance is closer at hand, a result 
which would be exceptional. 


Brazilian sales abroad in the second helf of last year represented 5'.1 percent 

of total annual sales abroad because in good-crop years exports always cl mbed 
later in the year. This year that trend will be more pronounced. For one thing, 
because there will be more agricultural] products available, especially soybeans 
and soybean byproducts. For another, because some products, particularly sugar 
and cocoa, may have better quotations in the international market. And even with 
the decline in coffee prices, it can be expected that an increase in export volume 
will ensure reasonable revenues. 


The trump card, however, is represented by manufactured goods. in the first months 
of 1980, manufactured goods exports did not do well due to the negative effects 

of pre-established rates of foreign exchange. Exchange devaluations this year 

are making possible an increasingly more noticeable recovery of the exchange rate 
(with the added disadvantage of the dollar's valuation in comparison with other 
currencies) which, in combination with the restoration of the export tax refund 
incentive, anticipates a growth in manufactured goods exports. 


The attitude of the authorities, who are delaying laying down the rules for the 
application of export tax refund incentive, is to be deplored, because it could 
plant dismay among exporters who had promptly reacted to the reinstatement of that 
incentive. Looming reactions in industrialized countries might also take protec- 
tionist shapes such as those that can be seen in the United States already, despite 
the Western country having the least economic problems. 


Therefore, it is early to cheer victory. The analysis of imports also counsels 
some prudence. In fact, setting aside imports of oil and wheat (the latter being 
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reduced in the firat quarter should go up as the year progresses), imports have 
declined by 7,1 percent. This decline reveals two facta which should be taken 

into consideration: firsat, a deceleration in industrial production--which however 
shows signs that it will pick up in the second half of the year--and second, a 
reduction in imported stocks during a difficult phase from the financial standpoint, 
In fact, even admitting that such stocks will not be totally replenished, purchases 
abroad may have to be increased, 


Eyes should be open toward the evolution of oil imports. [| on admitting the 
hypothesis--which seems quite safe--that crude oil prices will remain stable, 
the average imports in the first quarter point to total 1981 imports of 
$10,692,000,000, that is, $900 million more than expected. 


therefore, the situation is still a difficult one. It should not be forgotten 

that while the trade balance shows improvements, the balance of debt servicing is 
strongly deteriorated due to the high interest rates in the international financial 
market.

|txcerpt] Planning Minister Delfim Neto signed a protocol of intent in Bonn 
yesterday with the state company Vereinigte Aluminiumwerke (VAW) foreseeing 
economic feasibility studies for the installations of the Alune Plant [North- 
eastern Aluminum I[ncorporated--Aluminio do Nordeste S.A.] which will have a final 
capacity of producing 220,000 tons of aluminum yearly and which will demand an 
investment of $740 million. 


Neto yesterday told the president of Volkswagen do Brazil, Wolfgang Sauer, that 

the Industrial Development Council--CDI--has approved the company's project to

The minister also participated in the signing of a protocol of intent between the 
Ferrostaal and the Brazilian Urban Transport Company which provides for an invest- 
ment of $230 million in the project of metropolitan trains in Recife, whose total 
cost has been estimated at $340 million. Neto also participated in the signing 

of another protocol in which Ferrostaal is committed to obtain $60 million from 

a consortium of German banks for the Praia Mole Port in Vitoria, Espirito Santo 
State. 


Finally, Neto was also informed by the Siemes Board about their desire to invest 


between 300 and 400 mi’lion marks during the next 5 years in different projects 
they hope to develop in Brazil.

NEWSPAPER ANALYZES PASO DE LOS LIBRES JOINT COMMUNIQUE

[Text] The rejection of "hegemonism"--a neologism the Chinese like to use to con- 
demn the Soviet Union--has begun to appear in official communiques signed by Presi- 
dent Figueiredo. This is perhaps a sign that the gradual sliding toward neutralism 
has begun to be a natural phenomenom for Itamaraty which is drawing inspiration from 
the nationalism of the San Martin Palace and the Pink House itself. What else can 
be said of this Figueiredo-Viola joint communique but that it unveils for a sur- 
prised public the real outlines of the new "Latin American profike," and that, in 
rejecting attempts at hegemony (read U.S. supremacy in the continent), even forgets 
that the South Atlantic is not only important for the "developing nations with 
Atlantic shorelines," but also for the trade interests of the northern industrial- 
ized countries--today's great enemies? 


This exclusive claim over the South Atlantic for Argentina, Brazil and Black African 
countries on the Atlantic coast (which is implied in the condemnation of apartheid 
and in the reference to Namibia) is an outstanding feature of the new “Latin American 
profile" which began to take shape in Paso de los Libres and Uruguaiana. In the 
joint communique there are other positions taken jointly which attest to the appear- 
ance--in the Southern Cone which is famous for its anticommunist regimes said to 

be representatives of U.S. power--of a "splendid isolation," this time from the 
Western world as it has been conceived until some years ago. As a matter of cur- 
iosity, notice that the communique devotes 11 of its 26 items to international poli- 
tics. Setting aside the first 3 and the last items which are merely protocolar, the 
problems of bilateral relations and the adoption of a common policy vis-a-vis inter- 
national questions are given equal importance. 


This common policy, this "private profile," reflects a Third World perception (and 
in this it can justly be said that Figueiredo and Viola have been influenced by 

the protectionist practices in force in the industrialized countries). Furthermore, 
this policy is characterized by a position contrary to "hegemonism," which in prac- 
tice means departing from U.S. global policy; by a position of neutrality in the 
Salvaderan conflic., contrary to any OAS intervention to carry out a task for which 
this organization has been authorized although not created; by a position of support 
for Black Africa and condemnation of South Africa; and ‘ast but not least, by taking 
another step toward isolating Brazil and Argentina from Israel. If the pretext 
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for this isolation in the past was the condemnation of Zioniem, now it ia the 
Lebanese cceisis which prompts the two presidents to stay at arm's length from the 
“hegemonic” position of Tel Aviv. 


the pusition which the two presidents, on behalf of governments which are facing 
tense internal situations, assume in the face of international crisis is a deli- 
cate one. It is so above all because, although they are capable of making correct 
analyses, they cannot draw the appropriate conclusions, bound as they are by their 
"anti-hegemonism," by an anti-American complex which has no justification in any 

of the two countries. If they refer to the South Atlantic problem, it should be 
because they are aware of the risks posed by the grow‘’og, although not yet decisive, 
presence of the Soviet navy in an area of the ocean which is important tor interna- 
tional trade, not just for the countries bordering on it. This analysis could lead 
to various conclusions, including that of recognizing the impossibility of their 
countries to defend the area due to the lack of sufficient economic and naval re- 
sources. Claiming the South Atlantic for the Atlantic-bordering Latin American 

and Black African countries is, however, assuming a merely rhetorical and prestige- 
saving position (with nothing to sustain it). This position can only be understood 
in the light of their alienation from the Salvadoran crisis and of their position 
not anti but unfavorable to Israel. 


The Brazil-Argentina unity, which seems to be coalescing even in the tone of mili- 
tary speeches, thus follows along the lines of Buenos Aires thinking which is na- 
tionalistic, Third-World-minded and anti-hegemonisms. To sugarcoat this aboutface 
in the foreign policies of their two countries and their gradual separation from the 
Western centers to which they were deferential until recently, the two presidents 
emphatically condemned the attempt on the life of John Paul II as well as terrorism. 
As though the international community, in which Third-World and neutral countries 
have a vote majority, could or wished to impose concrete sanctions on those who are 
directing the irrational attacks of terrorism against the democratic power struc- 
tures of the countries accused of practicing "hegemonism."” This is naive condemna- 
tion, perhaps just to conceal the fact that the Soviet Union is only obliquely men- 
tioned and not condemned in the joint communique signed by the presidents of the 
Southern Cone's most important countries.

We are 
running the risk that if unemployment becomes extremely severe even honest and de- 
cent workers who do their jobs when they have them may find themselves joining para- 
military groups out of sheer desperation just as happened in Nazi Germany, fascist 
italy or Franco's Spatn. There paramilitary groups were organized with unemployed 
workers, and here we are beginning to have this problem as a result of which the 
worker must choose between being a robber or a bandit or joining fascist and Nazi 
paramilitary groups which then are directed against other workers. This is a very

What is known at the Planalto Palace is secret for conversation between two persons 
at a time, without ever mentioning news circulating in the most reserved and re- 
stricted circles.

What Bush really wants is to turn the United Nations into a docile U.S. instru- 
ment for military and political purposes throughout the world. Everything 
indicates that Bush is irked when the United Nations comes out against the 
South African racists, when it seeks just formulas to solve the critical 
economic situation of developing countries and when it supports the struggle 

ot peoples for their complete independence and sovereignty. 


What is most remarkable about Bush's statements is that he has come out against 
international terrorism when he has been one of the main chiefs of the greatest 
terrorist organizations in the world, the CIA. The reactionary spirit of the 
U.S. Vice President became evident during the 2 years he headed the CIA. 

The problems he created for the White House received worldwide attention because

In hie book, "In the Search of Enemies," a CIA narration, John Stockwell, who 
participated in clandestine CIA operations for 12 years, says that the CIA made 
generous donations to all those siding with it in the Angolan war. Stockwell 
says that a month later, former President Gerald Ford, according to Bush, 
expanded the CIA bylaws and authorized it to interfere even in countries having 
friendly relations with the United States. 


Espionage activities reached such extremes during Bush's administration that 
congress was compelled to restrict his movements. This gave rise to the 

[word indistinct] amendment, wiich bans support of Angolan counterrevolutionaries, 
after it was proved that the CIA was involved in plans to frustrate Angola's 
independence.

\Excerpts] Tobacco factories closed their doors for 6 months in 1980 as a 
result of the appearance in our country of the disease known as blue mold 
which destroyed nearly 90 percent of the tobacco fields planted in Cuba, 
Consequently, our exports of the aromatic leaf dropped considerably while 
our country was recovering from the destructive plague and a mighty effort 
was taking place to recover from the losses. 


In the face of this situation, the Cuban Government adopted measures to 
eradicate the effects of blue mold disease so as to then redo the country's 
tobacco harvest. This effort was fully supported by Cuban tobacco workers 
who did not hesitate in destroying entire crops that had been affected by 
the disease. 


Another factor that had a considerable influence on the success of the 
campaign against blue mold disease was the fact that the socialist state took 
pains to point out to Cuban peasants the most advanced cultivation techniques 
and the plant health measures which had to be taken to apply the mo:

[Text] In a press conference today, Federico Lopez, member of the commission of 
the Sandinist National Liberation Front [FSLN] that drafted the bill on profes- 
sionals, refuted the statement made by Sofonias Cisneros, member of the Confedera- 
tion of Nicaraguan Professional Associations [CONAPRO]. Lopez said that the law 
is not repressive and that, on the contrary, it will regulate the professions in 
licaragua. 


Cisneros had made some remarks at a press conference concerning the bill, which 
he called totalitarian and said that it infringes on the right to carry out one's 
profession. 


Lopez said that the law will strengthen unity and that it is not true that the 

professionals will not have the freedom to join associations. Lopez also said 

that no professional diplomas will be handed out, like Cisneros had said, but 

that in very special cases some people without a diploma will be authorized to 

practice his profession; that is, when the situation in the country so requires 

it or when those persons have demonstrated experience and ability in their line 
work. 


That is why the subject of the regulation of professions has been a controversial 
subject in the past few days, especially since it will begin to be discussed at 
the State Council tomorrow. 


(‘Begin Lopez recording] Many things have been said in the past 6 months about 
the regulation of professions. Unfortunately, what was published in that publi- 
‘ation, in that newspaper, concluding that this is a repressive law, a law aimed 
at institutionalizing the control of the professionals by a political party, has 
basis. There is not even any basis to the alleged evidence that Cisneros 
ings up in his statement to the newspaper. 


From the beginning we have been explaining the changes we have made to the bill, 
the (?reason behind) and the objectives of this bill, and none of these things 
agree with the statement made by Cisneros.

Another criticism of the bill is that in case of an emergency anyone could be 
given the status of professional. Not even in a state of emergency will this 
ever occur. Professionals are trained at the universities and the National Council

This 
is why we are going to present charges before the OAS Human Rights Inter-American 
Commission.”

affecting the country since the beginning of Last year. 


‘ppesition legislators have stated, however, that terroriem is being magnified 
'.th the purpose of persecuting the left at a time when popular resistance against 
the high cost of Living and unemployment are increasing. 


Offictals have reported that hundreds of terrorist acts have taken place in cima 
and other areas and that the damages caused by tl.e blowing up of high tension and 
communication towers and other facilities have reached 5 billion soles ($12.5 
million). 


The interior minister has said that police forces have becun an all-out war aga‘nst 
people who are trying to destabilize the constitutional government through terrorism. 


He said that this wave of violence cannot be allowed since its main objective is 
to frighten the population. He said that in Ayacucho--south central Peru--10 
terrorists have been arrested, most of them university students. 


The Investigations Police Department has reported that it has delivered to a Lima 
judge two individuals accused of carrying out several terrorist acts in this 
capital and who have declared to be members of the Shining Path Maoist group. 


The police is also investigating the blowing up of two high tension towers outside 
Lima 2 days ago. It seems that the towers were destroyed by remote control. 


Senator Enrique Bernales, member of the Revolutionary Socialist Party (PSR), last 
night said that the antiterrorist campaign is aimed at the left. 


He said that as proof of what he said, about 800 militants of leftist parties have 
been arrested but their participation have not been proven. 


Deputy Horacio Zevallos, member of the Marxist Revolutionary Left National Unity, 
said that terrorism is being magnified by the press and the government. 
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He added that the campaign is aimed at preventing popular mobiligation due to 
shortage of food and work. He in dicated that the right of insurrection is 


advocated by Saint Thomas Aquinas and the constitution, 


\PRA |American Revolutionary Popular Alidance] Deputy Javier Riestra said that he 
belleves that terrorinm, known for its great cruelty, has no place in Peru and chat

SEVEN DYNAMITE ATTACKS IN AYACUCHO, ILO 
PYL81303 Paria AFP in Spanish 1615 GMT 17 May 61 


[lext) Lima, 17 May (AFP)=-A total of seven terrorist attacks occurred on Saturday 
in several regions of Peru causing serious damage. Several persons who were 
presumably involved in them have been arrested. 


Four of the dynamite attacks occurred in Ayacucho, 575 kilometers south of Lima 

and in the central region. There the terrorist attacks have been especially vicious 
ever since they began during the first few months of last year, despite the fact 
that a special police detachment, the Sinchis, is stationed in the city. 


During the early hours of yesterday there was a very strong explosion in the 
Mortgage Bank of that city, which totally destroyed the door and furniture that are 
from colonial times, according to the police. 


At approximately the same time another explosion caused serious damage to the 
offices of the Provincial ®lectoral Registry. The two offices are located 
approximately 100 meters ap:rt. 


A short time afterward another dynamite charge, placed in the offices of the 
government party, Popular Action, located in the downtown area of the city, caused 
damage in several of the offices. 


The fourth attack occurred in the home of a town councillor, causing damage. 
The police reported that the perpetrators had been arrested, but they did not reveal 
how many nor their identities. 


Another two dynamite attacks occurred in Ilo, 1,250 kilometers south of Lima, in 
the offices of the army's recruiting center and in the offices of the National 
Telecomaunications Enterprise (ENTEL), causing considerable damage. 


Finally, in Cajamarca, 840 kilometers northeast of this capital, three alleged 
terrorists, one of them a woman, were arrested after having placed several dynamite 
charges in various locations throughout the city. It was reported that the woman 
was detained by a group of people after throwing a petard in th main plaza, 

the other persons were arrested afterward.

PRIME MINISTER PRESENTS TAX-FREE BUDGET

ext] Castries, St Lucia, 27 May (CANA)--Prime Minister Winston Cenac has 
»resented Parliament here with a tax-free fiscal budget of 208.7 million dollars 
(one EC dollar: 37 cents U.S.) which he said was the first prong of the government's 
response to the call to revive the economic fortunes of the country. 


The budget exceeds by 1.9 million dollars another which was defeated in Parliament 
last month when some members of the ruling Labor Party joined with the opposition 
in voting against it, a move which led to the resignation 4 weeks ago of then 
Prime Minister Allan Louisy. 


Mr Cenac, who is also minister of finance, said St Lucia had been “the centre of 
crisis--economic, political and social"--in the last 3 years, the effect of which 
hat been "a deepening of negative divisions in the society and ‘iversion of our 
skills and efforts in nonproductive directions.” He said the budget was a modifica- 
tion, restructuring and refinement of that defeated in the House on 14 April. 





Mr Cenac said that 53 percent or $110.5 million of the new budget would be allocated 
to the economic services, while 37 percent or $77.1 million would go towards the 
social sector. 





The budget does not carry new taxes. Cenac said any inc.eases at this time would 
be "socially undes/ rable." 


The budget provides for a recurrent expenditure during the fiscal year of $101.8 
million and capital expenditure of $106.9 million. 


Mr Cenac said "if government is to make a contribution to the rehabilitation 
effort and set the economy on the road to recovery, an element of prime-pumping 
is required and the projected expenditure of $208.9 million should, given prudent 
resou.ce management and appropriate allocation, produce the results anticipated." 


He announced the government's commitment to give a push to the economy and promote 
economic development, stimulate growth in the three major economic sectors-- 
agriculture, industry and tourism, improve the range and quality of economic 
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infrastructure, intensify individual promotion activity and encourage wore private 
sector and foreign finance, and strengthen the capacity tor public sector resource 
management and control, 


Mr Cenac said that government hoped to collect $100.1 million in local revenues 
during the year and warned that unless taxes were paid and collected "the public 
purposes reflected in thia budget may well be frustrated." 


He revealed that despite the disastrous effects of Hurricane Allen last August 

on the island's agriculture, the growth of St Lucita's overall exports would exceed 
that for 1979 "by a considerable margin," 

Mr Cenac reported an increase of $33 million in the island's imports for the first 
9% months of 1980, compared with 1979, and said the prospects were that the trade 
balance would be narrowed after rising persistently for several years,

\Text) Maneuverings between “progressives” and “hardliners” within the army have 
moved inte the limelight of Uruguayan politics, Real differences between the two 
groupe are diffieult to tell, exeept by the fact that political circles are saying 
that the “progressives” are planning to put Gen Gregorio Alvares in the country's 
presidency when President Aparicio Mendez etepe down on 1 September. 


Since for the time being partisan politics are greatly curtatled=-not only under 

current legal provisions, but also because of the helplessness of organizations to 
make any significant gove to circumvent the legal restrict ione--the tendencies at 
work within the armed forces have becore the dynamic center of Uruguayan politics. 


Whether the regig@e comes to take one direction or another in conducting the process 
depends on whether one group or the other manages to get the upper hand. 


Judging by the expectations that can be sensed in political circles, the clearest 
picture of the composition of forces in the power structure will be seen in Septer- 
ber when Apaticto Mendes and Gen Luir Queirolo are replaced as president of the 
nation and army commander, respectively. 


All of thie ie tied to the tmportant conditions created by the rejection of the 
regime's proposal to continue in power. This rejection was expressed by the 
citizenry in the plebiecite held on W November 1980. 


Traditional political sectors contributed to pull off the political event implied 
in that rejection by the citizenry, but were incapable of exploiting ite signifi- 
cance afterwards as way of pressuring the regime and reinvigorating their presence. 


Some leaders who are particularly self-critical say that the inability of the 
parties allowed what they term 4 paradox in the process to crop up. 


Such 4 paradox is represented by the emergence of Gen Gregorio Alvarez, retired-- 
former army commander=-ae leader of one of the groups within the army higher echelons. 


These leaders believe that General Alvares--"Goyo” as he is widely known--was the 
eteat loser in the W November plebiscite. 































iey Say that General Alvares had thought out the constitutional clause allowing 
for 4 transition period in the advance toward democratization through the election 
of a single presidential candidate to be chosen in negotiations between the regime 
and the polltieal parties, 


According to such leaders, General Goye Alvares was hoping to be the elected candi- 
date. And new he ie again a firm candidate to replace Aparicio Mendes in Septem- 
ber. 


General Geye's election would represent the triumph of complex and varied political 
maneuver ings to put think-alike officers in the post of commander in chief and in 
vacant general's slote, 


In the teretinolegy of political cireles in Uruguay, “Goyotem"” is identified with the 
“progressives” in confrontation with the “gorillas.” But it ie difficult to pin- 
point the political meanings attached to the terms “progressives” and “gorillas,” 
ae well ae to differentiate between the plane of these groups. 


In general, “progressives” are thought to be inclined to accelerate the advance 
toward democratization. Of course, they would «till gaintain conditions and guar~- 
antees for the armed forces’ parcicipation in the process. 


The firet step would be the approval of a political parties statute to allow poli- 
tical parties to function legally. It would aleo allow the restoration of political 
rights to some political leaders who had lost those rights under provisions of the 
1973 inmetitutional act Ne 4, The Interior Minietry promised to begin reviewing 
such cases next week, 


The conet {tutional reform submitted to plebiscite on 30 November 1980 was to some 
extent a reflection of the position of the “progressives.” 


The “gorillas” are sore reluctant to change the status quo. They think that any 
negotiation with political leaders, other than those of the Blanco sector who are 
the civilian supportere of the regime, would be a betrayal of the objectives of the 
1973 wilitary coup. 


Once the plebiscite's results were in, the current commander in chief of the aray, 
Gen Luis Queirolo--who sides w' > the “gorillas"-<publicly thanked “no” voters for 
their support for the continuation of the regime. 


Observers contend, however, that the differences between “Goyoists” and “hardliners” 
are very slim in practice and that the allegiance of military chiefs to either group 
results more from personal friendship and loyalty. 


Nevertheless, despite the close friendship between them, the differences in view- 
pointe between General Alvarez and “en Abdon Raimundez--Goyo's most important fol- 
lower in active service=--is notorious. 


General Raimunder commands the Fourth Aray Division in Lavalleja and is chairman 
of the Armed Forces’ Political Affaire Commission (COMAS"O). In the next few days 
COMASPO will proceed to .esume dialogue with the political parties. 














le is the military ehief enjoying the greatest prestige amid the politicians whe 
recognize his intellectual ability and “democratic calling." 


While General Alvarez excoriated those political leaders whe stood for a “no” vote 
in the 30 November plebiscite, General Raimundes made conciliatory public state= 
ments, These opened a better prospect for the liberalisation process. 


fhe Fourth Division Zone was the only place where the “yes” votes outnumbered tlw 
“ne” votes, and politicians attribute the phenomenon to tne popularity of Gen Abdon 
Raigundes in that area, 


Another point over which General Alvarez and General Raimundes differ is the eco= 
nomic policy of Minister Valentin Ariemendi who is 4 etaunch follower of the 
monetariet theory of the Chicago while Alvarez repeatedly extolled Ariemendi's 
policy, Raimundes did not conceal his opposition to it. These differences not~- 
withstanding, Raimundes is among the "Goyoies" mainstays in the army. 


Some say that the “progressive” sector wants Raimundes to replace Gen Luis Queirolo 
as commander in chief of the army. 


That will be difficult because Raigundez is scheduled for compulsory retiremant 
early next year. 


For those who are betting on the attrition suffered by Alvarez, General Queirolo's 
successor will be the commander of the Third Division, Gen Boscan Hontou «ho does 
not clearly side with any of the two groups vying for supremacy in the army. 


The “Goyoistse” however have posted a triumph which might be decisive in late 
Auguet: euddenly Interior Minister Gen Manuel Nunez, arms and services school 
director Gen Alberto Ballestrino, Montevideo police chief Col Hugo Arregui and a 
score of officers were retired. 


Nunez, Balleetrino and Arregui were militants in the “hardline” sector and were 
replaced by sen who probably support General Alvarez: General Yamandu Trinidad is 


the new interior minister, Gen Julio Bonelli is the new director of the arms and 
services echool, and Col Washington Varela is the new Montevideo chief of police.

|ixcerpt] One of the few general predictions that can be made in the light of 
developments during the short time it has been in office is that the Reagan 
administration will not be boring; that it will not be one of those that makes one 
say “Il have seen that before." 


In touching this subject of worldwide significance we are not referring to the 
anecdotal aspects of the assassination attempt carried out by a supposedly irres- 
ponsible person--this is becoming commonplace--but rather to some surprises such 
as the suspension of economic sanctions applied by none other than President 

Jimmy Carter against the USSR. Seeing this and the storm of criticisms raised by 
the most “progressive” wing of the Democratic Party »ver Reagan's soothing measure, 
one may say that it all amounts to a mischievous switch of roles between “hawks” 
and "doves," although these two ornithological species continue to sing as they 
always did. In a previous editorial, we posed the question everybody ‘s asking: 

Is Reagan “Reaganist?" 


Of course the suspension of the embargo was supported by explicit and formally 
well-coordinated reasons: i.s ineffectiveness and the previous consultation with 
the main U.S. allies. 


Those reasons are rather incomplete in regard to the previous consultations. It 
is so because a policy of strategic import adopted at a highly volatile time 
in the world situation may well have called for consultation with other--not the 
main ones--allies of the United States, considering that their lot is also at 
stake in the military and non-military measures adopted. After all--as we have 
said many times--for the West “the means justify the ends": our cause can be 
defended as long as we serve the right ends by right means, among these, the 
respect for the sovereignty of every state, regardless of ite material «trength. 


On the other hand, it is not easy to affirm that a commercial boycott is a complete 
failure as a strategic instrument, only because it has some cracks. Or looking 

at it from a different ang.e, the question is to find out if for the intended 
objective--the withdrawal of forces from Afghanistan, as an example--some degree 

of commercial quarantine is not effective, at least as an ancillary measure to 
more torceful ones. 
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it is worth noting the significance the Soviets attach to East-West trade, regard- 
leas of the level of int ‘national tension. Let's just recall what Oton Reinhold, 
director of the Social Science Inatitute of the SED Central Committee of the GDR, 
wrote in August 1975 in the party's official newapaper EINHEIT; "A distinction 
muat be made between the role of East-West economic relations in strengthening 
socialiam and the limited role such relations have in strengthening production in 
Weatern enterprises and, consequently, in improving the West's economic situation. 
fhrough those relations, moreover, the socialist states can obtain more influence 
in tne world market structure and create favorable conditions to carry the anti- 
imperialistic struggle into the heart of the capitalist world."
